BOOKKEEPING. 

One of the many abuses to which the peo- 
ple of Cook County have been subjected is 
the manner in which the records of tax pro- 
ceedings have been made so voluminous that 
one year’s bookkeeping alone constitutes an 
immense record. The judicial antitax code 
which has grown up in Illinois during the 
last half century has necessitated a frightful 
code on the other hand to sustein taxation. 
The Revenue law of Ilinois is a volume in 
itself. It has been framed to avoid, to cor- 
rect, tododge, to comply with, carry out, 
| and set aside, judicial decisions made when 
| courts were weaker than they are now, and 
when taxation for the support of Govern- 
ment was popularly regarded as despotism. 
The execution of this Revenue law—eupple- 
mented by the abortive efforts to ran inde- 
pendent tax systems by local law—is expen- 
sive. To collect the taxes levied in the State 
costs 25 per cent of the whole levy, includ- 
ing the revenue lost by judicial proceedings. 
One of the items of cost is that of bookkeep- 
ing. To prepare the tax-lists of Cook 
County for collection requires more books 
and of larger dimensions than are required to 
conduct the business of any twelve banks in 
Chicago. To give an approximate idea of 
the requisite bookkeeping we will try to 
enumerate the several times the tax-list of 
this county has to be copied annually : 

1. The Assessors copy into their books for 
1876 the list of property enumerated in the 
books of the previous year.

FINANCIAL. 

What has been done in discounts during the 
week has been mainly on the applications of Board 
of Trade operators and The latter are 
busy, and will have Gonstant use for borrowed 
money until the close of the ‘season. A large 
amount of money is in use carrying wheat. The 
supply of commercial paper is light, and the total 
offerings of a miscellancous kind are not heavy. 
The banks have an abundance of loanable funds. 
but prefer to pursue a conservative policy in letting 
it out. ‘ 

Rates of discount are 8@10 per cent at the banks 
to regular customers. Special rates are made in 
special cases. On the street, rates are 7 per cent 
and upward, with business very quiet. 

New York exchange was sold at 60@75c per 
$1, 000 discount between banks, 

The clearings of the week are reported as follows 
by Manager D. R. Hale, of the Chicago Clearing 
House: 


The improvement in fine silver during the past 
few weeks has at last brought trade -dollars up to 
par, and some sales have been thus made this 
week, though some of the banks and all the bro- 
kere still quote them from 1 to 2% percent dis- 
count. A lot of 1,000 was purchased at the latter 
figure to-day. The Nevada Bank, however, con- 
trols the supply for the present, and will not sell 
under par. The Mint is turning out from $400, 000 
to $500, 000 per month, and the China demand ab- 
sorbs the entire amount, to-day's steamer taking 
over $400,000. A few months ago these coins 
were at 9@10 per cent discount. The improve- 
ment which has since been effected is largely due 
to the mint-laws limiting their coinage. to the San 
Francisco Mint, and for export only. Under this 
arrangement, the demand is likely to continue 
steady at par and upwards.—Sen Francisco Bulle- 
tin, Dec. 2. 

IRON MANUFACTURE IN FRANCE AND GERMANY. 

‘Although Germany failed to make a good exhibit 
at Philadelphia, and has declined to appear In the 
French exhibit of 1878, she can point to a wonder- 
ful development of her fron menufactures as com- 
pared with those Of France. In 1864, the two 
countries were side by side, each producing about 
13,300,000 owt. In 1874, France had increased 
to but 18, 205, 8382cewt., while Germany bad grown 
up 83,714,417 ct. It greatly diminishes the 
industrial glory of this comparison that the larger 
share of the increase is nominal, having been ac- 
quired by the annexation of Alsace and Lorraine. 
But the Germans, though successful in the con- 
quest, are loud in their complaints of the com- 
petition of the French iron manufacturers, who 
are underselling and outstripping them. 

SPECIE MOVEMENT. 

The San Francisco specie movement for Novem- 
ber comprised $2,633,651 in gold and silver ship- 
ped overland to New York, $972, 206 sent to China, 
$55, 120 to Europe, $5,500 to Central Europe, and

The death of O. 8. Hough, one of the oldest resi- 
dents aud members of the Board of Trade, was an- 
nounced on Change Saturday, and appropriate 
resolutions adopted in regard to his memory. 

A letter from a prominent house in New York 
states that there is not much doing in wheat and 
corn, chiefly because of the scarcity of ocean 
freight-room ; but that some parties there are quiet - 
ly buying up both wheat and corn, and holding the 
grain instore till freight-room is more abundant 
and cheaper. 

A letter from Minnesota states that the available 
wheat crop of that State is only about 15, 000,000, 
against 31, 000, 000 bu in 1875, and that little more 
wheat will ‘come hitherwards from that section 
after the new year. Millers in the up-towns on 
the Mississippi art paying $1.10 per bu, and cannot 
get enoug at that price. 

A gentleman as well known in this city as was a 
certain falthful retainer to King Lear, writes from 
San Francisco that he inclines to the belief the 
farmers there will hold their wheat mote generally 
now, to see what will be outeome in Europe, 
and at home. The San Market Report 
chronicles a very heavy decline in freight rates, to 
40@42%c per ton to Liverpool. It seems that there 
ismuch more tonnage offered than is sufficient to 
carry off all the remaining surplus of wheat in Cali- 
fornia. About 65 per cent of the whole has already 
gone forward. and if the dry weather continues 
there much longer it will be necessary to resow a 
good deal of the summer fallowed wheat acréage, 
as well as that of the volunteer sown grain. This 
will reduce the exportable surplus of breadstufts to 
less than 600, 000 tons. . 

The leading produce markets were rather quiet 
on Saturday, with not much change in prices in the 
aggregate; corn being stronger and barley weak, 
while provisions and wheat were steady. The 
storm interfered with the working of the telegraph · 
wires to such an extent that but few orders or mes- 
sages of any kind were received here. The foreign 
markets were easier in tone, and that tended to 
reduce quotations here, though the receipts were 
small; aud the weather so cold as to seriously re- 
tard outdoor handling of property. 

Thedry-goods trade was without animation ex- 
ceptin two or three. departments, among them 
fancy goods adapted to the holiday trade. There 
was a firm market for most lines. Groceries. were 
ordered with some freedom by the country trade, 
bat the local demand was of rather small dimen- 
sions. Prices were firm, especially for coffecs, 
teas, andsiraps. in the dried-frait market the 
situation was unchanged, Ralsins, currants, figs. 
and citron were active, while apples, pedches, 
prunes, and other fruits were toa greater or less 
extent neglected. Fish were very quiet. The but- 
ter market wal fairly active and firm. Cheese was 
dull, the severe weather preventing shipments. 
No important new featares were developed in the 
leather, bagging coal, and wood markets. Prices 
of oils were fully sustained. Carbon and turpen- 
tine remain very firm, and linseed, whale, and 
sperm were also held at fall figures. 

Hogs were in light supply and in fair demand at 
slightly easier prices, especially for light weights. 
Sales were mostly at $5. 60@5. 65 for bacon grades, 
and at $5.80@6.10 for packers. Oattle were dull 
and unchanged, quoted at $2. 50@5. 00 for poor to 
choice. Sheep were in limited demand at $3.50@ 
5.00 for common to choice. 

Lumber was in mederate demand at the yards, 
and steady.
